The in v estin g firm is already 
adv ertisin g u n der the slo g an , 
“We hav e bo u g ht the Sp o rtp a­ 
last fo r y o u .” 
An o ld wo man co mmen ted : 
“They hav e taken fro m u s 
an o ther p iece o f o u r Berlin , as 
tho u g h we hav e n o t already lo st 
en o u g h.” 
Almo st to the last, this Ger­ 
man v ersio n o f New Yo rk’s o ld 
Madiso n Sq u are Garden , was a 
hav en fo r six -day bicy cle races. 
The Sp o rtp alast help ed make 
the sp o rt p o p u lar in German y . 
A v eteran fan declared, “The 
Sp o rtp alast was the o n ly p lace 
where y o u felt y o u were in the 
race y o u rself. They let y o u sit 
that clo se.” 
Fo r its fin al act, ho wev er, the 
Sp o rtp alast imp o rted a Paris 
p u p p et sho w. 
The Sp o rtp alast o p en ed its 
do o rs in 1910. 
H. Befo re Wo rld War I, the 
cro wn p rin ce, the so n o f the 
kaiser, was a reg u lar cu sto mer 
in a lo g e sectio n where fu ll- 
co u rse meals were serv ed. 
On the way in side, the p rin ce 
wo u ld scatter co in s to street 


u rchin s. 
With 6,000 seats, it o p en ed as 
Eu ro p e’s mo st mo dern ice skat­ 
in g rin k. When it clo sed 63 
y ears later, an ice-makin g ma­ 
chin e an d who le ro ws o f seats 
were au ctio n ed o ff to tho se who 
wan ted a sig n o f p artin g fro m a 
hall as famo u s fo r its beer an d 
clo u ds o f smo ke as fo r its at­ 
tractio n s. 


Max Schmelin g , the o n ly Ger­ 
man to beco me wo rld heav y ­ 
weig ht champ io n , had bo u ts 
there. 
Cu ltu ral ev en ts were mix ed 
with wrestlin g . 
Ado lf Hitler u sed the hall to 
tell p arty faithfu l ho w his 
tactics o f p ressu re here, then 
p ressu re there wo u ld brin g 
German y ev erlastin g p o wer. 
That was befo re the war. 
Sho rtly after the last battle o f 
Stalin g rad, faced with g ro win g 
Allied determin atio n to deman d 
u n co n ditio n al su rren der, Hit­ 
ler’s 
p ro p ag an da 
min ister, 
Go ebbels, assembled the p arty 
faithfu l. 
“Do y o u wan t to tal war?” he 
sho u ted to the cro wd made u p 
o f what he called a cro ss-sec­ 
tio n o f the p o p u lace. The faith­ 
fu l ro se an d sho u ted, “The 
Fu ehrer o rders, we fo llo w. Sieg 
Heil.”

Chin a’s willin g n ess to re-establish so me 
relatio n s with the Un ited States after two dec­ 
ades was p ro mp ted by Pekin g ’s fear o f Ru s­ 
sia, Dr. A. Do ak Barn ett, a sen io r fello w at 
the Bro o kin g s In stitu te an d an ex p ert o n 
Chin a, said at the o p en in g sessio n o f the 
Wo rld Affairs Co n feren ce bein g held at Em­ 
erald Hill. 
Dr. Barn ett said American s u su ally do n o t 
realize the tu rn abo u t o n the p art o f Pekin g 
was mo re difficu lt than the chan g e o f the p o ­ 
sitio n o f the Un ited States. 
He p o in ted to the su rface beg in n in g s o f the 
ren ewed relatio n s which started with accep t­ 
an ce o f Chin a’s to u rin g p in g -p o n g team which 
arriv ed in the U.S. two y ears ag o to day . 
The Chin a scho lar said early resu lts o f the 
n ew p o stu re to ward each o ther are that the 
U.S. this y ear will p ro bably beco me the sec­ 
o n d larg est tradin g p artn er o f Chin a, behin d 
Jap an . 
He n o ted U.S. an d Chin a hav e n o t estab­ 
lished fo rmal dip lo matic relatio n s with each 
o ther, bu t did o bserv e that “Each has set u p 
liaiso n o ffices which are staffed with p resti­ 
g io u s in div idu als fro m each co u n try an d these 
o ffices are embassies in all bu t n ame. 
“Dav id Bru ce, o u r rep resen tativ e in Pek­ 
in g is o u r seco n d o r third mo st p restig io u s 
dip lo mat an d the Chin ese rep resen tativ e here 
is the o n ly dip lo mat who is also a member o f 
the Cen tral Co mmittee o f the Peo p le’s Rep u b­ 
lic o f Chin a.” 
Dr. Barn ett warn ed that while the n ew

The 5 70-p o u n d craft streaked 
p ast the o rbit o f the mo o n Fri­ 
day mo rn in g an d started takin g 
measu remen ts o f the Van Allen 
radiatio n belt that circles the 
earth. 
Measu remen t o f radiatio n is 
an imp o rtan t fu n ctio n o f the 
missio n becau se Pio n eer II will 
en co u n ter radiatio n n ear Ju p i­ 
ter that scien tists believ e may 


be hazardo u s to sp acecraft. 
“Ev ery thin g is wo rkin g ju st 
fin e,” said a Natio n al Aero ­ 
n au tics an d Sp ace Admin is­ 
tratio n o fficial. 
Pio n eer 11 was lau n ched 
Thu rsday n ig ht fro m Cap e Ken ­ 
n edy , Fla.; an d after it en tered 
its cru ise p o sitio n , NASA scien ­ 
tists at the Jet Pro p u lsio n Lab­ 
o rato ries here to o k co n tro l. 
Like its immediate p redeces­ 
so r, Pio n eer 10, the n ew p ro be 
is in ten ded to stu dy Ju p iter’s 
clo u d-co v ered su rface to deter­ 
min e if co n ditio n s n ecessary fo r 
life as kn o wn o n earth it are 
p resen t.

“Chin a has 20 fo reig n aid p ro g rams which 
it o ffers to u n derdev elo p ed n atio n s an d in an y 
co n fro n tatio n between g o v ern men ts, Chin a 
will still side with the u n derdo g .” 
Reaso n s fo r Chin a’s tu rn abo u t to ward the 
U.S. in clu de the fact Presiden t Nix o n was 
co mmitted to withdraw o u r tro o p s fro m Viet­ 
n am an d that the Nix o n Do ctrin e, “Is in ter­ 
p reted to mean the U.S. military p resen ce 
thro u g ho u t the wo rld will be redu ced.”

Dr. Barn ett p redicted the co u n terclaims 
will be reso lv ed in the fu tu re by each ag reein g 
to can cel its claim. 
“Established relatio n s between the majo r 
p o wers o f the U.S., Ru ssia, Jap an an d Chin a 
sho u ld p ro du ce a mo re stable wo rld situ atio n 
an d is better than the bip o lar stan ce o f n o n - 
reco g n itio n . 
“Bu t there are p o ten tial dan g ers, fo r in - 
tan ce, o n e is the n ew U.S.-Chin a acco rd may 
cau se u s to n eg lect Jap an to su ch a deg ree 
that o u r relatio n s with that n atio n beco me u n ­ 
stu ck,” cau tio n ed Dr. Barn ett.

Air Fo rce jet to Au stin , Tex ., 
fo r a lu n cheo n meetin g with 
Mrs. Ly n do n B. Jo hn so n . Then 
he trav els to Ro me fo r a meet­ 
in g with Po p e Pau l VI. 
Bo th 
Vietn amese an d American o ffi­ 
cials rep o rted the 5 0-y ear-o ld 
Vietn amese leader was satis­ 
fied with the o u tco me o f his v i­ 
sit. Thieu to ld n ewsmen at a 
farewell recep tio n that he felt 
he had acco mp lished his mis­ 
sio n . 
In talks at the Natio n al Press

ev a lua ting pro gra ms a nd serv ices 
fo r the po o r a nd to co ntinue to a pply 
their ex pertise ga ined during eight 
y ea rs o f Co mmunity Actio n wo rk. 
The CAA o rga niza tio n ca n co n­ 
tinue to pla y a n impo rta nt ro le in de­ 
liv ering needed serv ices if a ppro ­ 
pria te suppo rt ca n be dev elo ped a t 
the lo ca l a nd sta te lev el.

It is being widely rumo red in 
Wa shingto n tha t the ex cha nge o f 
missio ns between Co mmunist China 
a nd the United Sta tes is the prelude 
to fo rma l reco gnitio n a nd the jetti­ 
so ning o f the Republic o f China o n 
Ta iwa n. The cho ice o f Da v id Bruce, 
a diplo ma t o f co nsidera ble distinc­ 
tio n a nd prestige in wo rld ca pita ls, 
a s the chief o f the America n co ntin­ 
gent in Peking ha s a lrea dy been her­ 
a lded a s a step in tha t directio n. 
But ho wev er much the President 
disco ncerted bo th friend a nd fo e by 
brea ching the Ba mbo o Curta in a nd 
esta blishing a dia lo gue with Pre­ 
mier Cho u En-la i, it seems ha rdly 
likely tha t he will o nce a ga in pla y 
the ma v erick. Fo r o ne thing, he ha s 
no thing to ga in a nd much to lo se by 
giv ing the Red Chinese the thing 
they wa nt mo st. Mr. Nix o n, a s the 
wo rld no w kno ws, is a po ker pla y ­ 
er—a nd he wo uld nev er ex po se his 
ho le ca rd in the middle o f the ga me. 
Reco gnitio n o f Red China no w 
co uld o nly be effected if Mr. Nix o n 
wa s rea dy to write o ff Ta iwa n. But 
this wo uld require a bro ga tio n o f the 


so lemn trea ty which binds the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes to co me to the defense o f 
Free China if it is a tta cked by the 
Co mmunists. This he ha s pledged 
no t to do , a nd tho ugh in interna tio na l 
po litics a pro mise is frequently a 
so metime thing, the President rea l­ 
izes tha t he wo uld be undercutting 
America ’s po sitio n in the Fa r Ea st 
a nd pla cing in jeo pa rdy o ur entire 
sy stem o f a llia nces there. 
The co nsidera tio ns a side, the 
present stra tegy o f the President is 
to pla y o ff Red China a ga inst the So ­ 
v iet Unio n, thereby strengthening 
his ba rga ining ha nd with bo th. The 
So v iets a nd the ma inla nd Chinese 
need America n eco no mic help. But 
mo re tha n tha t, ea ch o f these po wers 
wa nts America n suppo rt in the 
ga me o f co nfro nta tio ns no w go ing 
o n. The So v iet Unio n wo uld lo ng 
since ha v e inv a ded Red China were 
it no t fo r its fea r o f the United Sta tes. 
Red China a lso is a wa re o f United 
Sta tes po wer.

Watergate now 
hurting Nixon

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Presi­ 
dent Nix o n ga v e the first public sign 
la st week tha t he ma y be lo sing co n­ 
fidence he ca n ride o ut the Wa ter­ 
ga te sa nda l unsca thed. 
The White Ho use blinked in its 
co nfro nta tio n with a Sena te inv esti­ 
ga ting co mmittee o v er Ex ecutiv e 
priv ilege. 


It wa s the President’s first signif­ 
ica nt po litica l retrea t since his elec­ 
tio n la ndslide. 
The President tried to sa lv a ge his 
prestige a nd his po sitio n a bo v e the 
ba ttle by pretending he ha d no t rea l­ 
ly cha nged his a ttitude a t a ll. Press 
Secreta ry Ro na ld Ziegler indica ted 
the President wa s merely cla rify ing 
his sta nce o n the issue. 


And so tha t the public wo uld no t 
get the impressio n he wa s bo wing to 
Co ngress, the President a lmo st si­ 
multa neo usly issued a fresh sa lv o a t 
Ca pito l Hill o v er do mestic spending. 
But in truth the White Ho use wa s 
ta citly a ckno wledging tha t cha rges 
fro m Republica ns a s well a s Demo - 
cra ts—tha t the President wa s try ing 
to co v er up a smelly mess—ha d be­ 
gun to hurt. 
President Nix o n ha d a do pted o n­ 
ly a few weeks a go the imperio us po ­ 
sit io n tha t he a nd his sta ff were in­ 
sepa ra ble a nd therefo re in o rder to 
pro tect his Presidentia l prero ga ­ 
tiv es no ne o f his a dv isers co uld testi­ 
fy a bo ut a ny thing. The sta tement 
ma de no ex ceptio n fo r the co urts, 
a nd the White Ho use did no t co rrect 
a subsequent impressio n tha t the 
bla nket Ex ecutiv e priv ilege includ­ 
ed gra nd juries. 
The President stuck to his po si­ 
tio n ev en tho ugh his fa ilure to per­ 
mit White Ho use Co unsel J o hn Dea n 
to testify befo re Co ngress co ntribut­ 
ed to the likely defea t o f his no minee 
fo r FBI Directo r, L. Pa trick Gra y 
III. And la st week, fo rmer a ide 
Cha rles Co lso n ma de no ex ceptio ns 
fo r bla nket priv ilege when he de­ 
fended the co ncept befo re the Na ­ 
tio na l Press Club o n gro unds “ we 


a re ta lking a bo ut sepa ra tio n o f po w­ 
ers.” 
One da y la ter, the White Ho use 
bega n edging a wa y . It wa s a n­ 
no unced tha t sta ff members co uld 
testify under o a th befo re a gra nd 
jury inv estiga ting the Wa terga te 
crime a nd a llega tio ns o f a n incredi­ 
ble ra nge o f o ther po litica l espio n­ 
a ge a ctiv ities. In a dditio n, a ides 
co uld co nfer info rma lly in priv a te 
with Sena te inv estiga to rs, but no t 
ta lk under o a th in public. 
The President seemed to be try ­ 
ing to crea te a new a tmo sphere o f 
co o pera tio n with o utside Wa terga te 
pro bers. It didn’t wo rk. Sena te In­ 
v estiga ting Cha irma n Sa m Erv in 
decla red he wo uld insist o n testi­ 
mo ny under o a th, a nd subpo ena 
a ides if necessa ry ; Ziegler respo nd­ 
ed tha t the White Ho use wo uld co m­ 
pro mise but no t ca pitula te. 
But the pressure will clea rly 
mo unt o n the White Ho use to do 
mo re tha n it is no w prepa red to do to 
help get a t the ro o t o f the Wa terga te 
sca nda l. 
It a ppea rs tha t no t o nly were 
mo re high-lev el o fficia ls inv o lv ed 
tha n a t first implica ted but tha t the 
sco pe o f espio na ge a ctiv ities co n­ 
ducted wa s unprecedented in po liti­ 
ca l life. And the a ppa rent White 
Ho use resista nce to a iring a ll the 
fa cts ha s pro duced such a credibility 
ga p o n the subject tha t no rma lly de­ 
ta ched a nd ca utio us po litica l ex perts 
here a re specula ting o penly tha t the 
sca nda l co uld ruin the Nix o n Presi­ 
dency . 
Nix o n ha s mo v ed to a sta ge 
where he rea lizes he ha s a pro blem 
o n his ha nds. It is no t, a s Ziegler 
o nce sa id, just “ a third-ra te bur­ 
gla ry " tha t is in questio n. Co nserv a ­ 
tiv e co lumnists, Republica n Sena ­ 
to rs, a nd such Nix o n lo y a lists a s fo r­ 
mer a dv iser Murra y Cho tiner a re 
publicly ca lling fo r mo re fa cts. 
It wo uld seem to be in the Presi­ 
dent’s interest to retrea t fro m Ex ec­ 
utiv e priv ilege do ctrine ev en further 
in this ca se.

ha d thro wn in its lo t with the Co m­ 
munist Chinese. He wo uld thereby 
lo se much o f the lev era ge he ha s 
been a ble to emplo y in his dea lings 
with Mo sco w. He ha s sha red his fa ­ 
v o rs equa lly with bo th co untries a nd 
there is no rea so n to believ e tha t he 
intends to giv e up a winning stra t­ 
egy . 
It is being suggested in certa in 
qua rters—a nd the repo rt ha s been 
picked up by a t lea st o ne influentia l 
Wa shingto n co lum nist—tha t the 
ma inla nd Chinese do no t wa nt rec­ 
o gnitio n a t this time. The a rgument 
go es tha t Premier Cho u feels tha t 
this wo uld co mpel him to la unch a n 
inv a sio n o f Free China a nd tha t he 
co uld no t succeed a t this witho ut 
wea kening his defenses a lo ng the 
Sino -So v iet bo rder. 
The inv o lv ed lo gic o f this rea so n­ 
ing igno res the effect tha t America n 
reco gnitio n wo uld ha v e o n the wo rld 
a nd the tremendo us diplo ma tic a nd 
po litica l bo o st it wo uld giv e Co mmu­ 
nist China . It a lso a ssumes tha t Cho u 
wo uld ha v e to emplo y milita ry fo rce 
a t this time. U.S. reco gnitio n o f Pek­ 
ing wo uld be eno ugh to let lo o se fo rc­ 


es a t the United Na tio ns which wo uld 
mo v e substa ntia lly to wa rds the eco ­ 
no mic iso la tio n o f Ta iwa n. It wo uld 
a lso “ legitimize” Peking’s cla im to 
Ta iwa n a nd its a llied isla nds which 
is wha t Cho u En-la i wa nts the mo st. 


The President, it sho uld be a dd­ 
ed, is keenly a wa re o f the stra tegic 
impo rta nce to the United Sta tes o f a 
no n-Co mmunist Ta iwa n—a n impo r­ 
ta nce which will gro w a s pressure in 
J a pa n to dislo dge America n fo rces 
there increa ses. At tha t po int, Ta i­ 
wa n wo uld beco me a ncho r o f Ameri­ 
ca n po wer in the Fa r Ea st. Co uld 
Mr. Nix o n lightly surrender this? 
Unlike so me o f his critics, the Presi­ 
dent ta kes a lo ng v iew o f histo ry . He 
kno ws tha t the United Sta tes ca n 
bide its time. Reco gnitio n o nce 
gra nted co uld no t be withdra wn— 
no r wo uld it be gra nted unless there 
wa s so me significa nt quid pro quo 
inv o lv ed in the gesture. So Mr. Nix ­ 
o n will no t o ffer it until there is 
so mething he v ery much needs fro m 
Peking.

They seem to sense tha t 
the America n v o ter wa nts A respite 
fro m co nsta nt po litica l cla mo r. 
Peo ple go t the idea , a nd they 
weren’t fa r wro ng, tha t there wa s a l­ 
mo st no brea k between the 19 68 a nd 
19 72 ca mpa igns. 
Almo st ex a ctly fo ur y ea rs a go , in 
mid-April 19 69 , a siza ble bunch o f us 
po litica l repo rters went tro uping a f­ 
ter Sen. Edwa rd Kennedy o n a 4 ,000- 
mile, three-da y swing thro ugh Ala ­ 
ska . The a nno unced purpo se wa s a 
Sena te subco mmittee inquiry into 
Eskimo a nd India n po v erty , but the 
rea l thing wa s, it wa s Kennedy ’s 
first ma jo r public o uting sine the a s­ 
sa ssina tio n o f his bro ther Ro bert the 
prev io us J une. 
The trip wa s o ne o f the funniest 
a dv entures in recent po litica l his­ 
to ry , a nd y ielded up a co nsidera ble 
to nna ge o f “ Kennedy co lo r.” La ter 
we tra iled him to the So uth, to so me 
ea stern co llege ca mpuses a nd o ther 
spo ts, a ll in the na me o f ga uging him 
fo r the 19 72 no mina tio n. 
Mea ntime, Sen. Edwa rd Muskie 
fo r 19 69 ’s first six mo nths dutifully 
po unded the Demo cra tic ba nquet 
circuit, try ing to ca pita lize o n his 
po pula rity a s Hubert Humphrey ’s 
19 68 running ma te. It did him little 
go o d, a nd he decla red a t mid-y ea r 
he wa s bo wing o ut to Kennedy . 
Then, in la te J uly , ca me the tra g­ 
edy o n the bridge a t Cha ppa quid- 
dick, which to o k Kennedy o ut a nd 
bro ught Muskie ba ck in. Therea fter, 
things just went o n a nd o n. 
It isn’t like tha t this time. Kenne­ 
dy will ha v e so me peo ple tra ipsing 
a fter him when he go es to see Ala ba ­ 
ma ’s Go v . Geo rge Wa lla ce J uly 4 , 
but we wo n’t need a 74 7 to ca rry the 
ento ura ge. The wo rd mea ntime is to 
lie lo w. 
Sen. Wa lter Mo nda le o f Minneso ­ 


ta , o ne o f the regula r mentio na bles 
fo r 19 76, is keeping quietly a ctiv e. 
Friends o f Sen. Henry J a ckso n o f 
Wa shingto n sa y he’s serio us a bo ut 
a no ther try , but they ’re just a bo ut 
the o nly o nes discussing it. 
On the Republica n side, the 
stea dy po litica l blo o dho unds ha v e 
a ll written their “ whither Agnew” 
a nd “ whither Co nna lly ” pieces, a nd 
there rea lly isn’t a ny thing mo re to 
sa y until o ne o f them do es so mething 
v isible a nd decisiv e. The o nly twist 
ha s been a little ea rly surprise inter­ 
est in the v enera bly v igo ro us Go v . 
Nelso n Ro ckefeller. 
It isn’t o nly the bo redo m o f the 
electo ra te tha t’s ho lding things 
ba ck. In 19 74 , big go v erno rships a re 
a t sta ke in Ma ssa chusetts, New 
Yo rk, Pennsy lv a nia , Ohio , Michiga n 
a nd Ca lifo rnia . No bo dy wa nts to da y 
to a nger so me needed pa rty fa ctio n 
by plumping fo r a presidentia l ca n­ 
dida te who ma y turn o ut to be div i­ 
siv e. Tha t jo b is o n the line this y ea r 
in New J ersey , a nd tho se fello ws 
nev er hea rd o f the presidency . 
The Republica ns ha v e a little 
a dded pro blem—the Wa terga te bug­ 
ging ca se a nd a sso rted o ther 19 72 
shena niga ns a imed a t the Demo ­ 
cra ts. The new GOP na tio na l cha ir­ 
ma n, Geo rge Bush, finds tha t his 
ma in press co nference

wherev er he go es, a nd ro a d-co mpa - 
ny newsmen nev er la y o ff it. 
This is no t y o ur perfect mo ment 
fo r pulling the co rd a nd unv eiling a 
shining new ca ndida cy fo r the White 
Ho use. 
There’ll be a little stir o v er tho se 
ma y o ra lty ra ces this sea so n in Lo s 
Angeles a nd New Yo rk, tho ugh in 
the la tter ca se the jo b ha s sunk to the 
lev el o f a do o r prize a t a rigged bingo 
ga me. The ca ndida tes a ll so und like 
designa ted pinch hitters. 
So , a ll in a ll, it’s a pretty go o d 
y ea r fo r putting pictures o f high- 
priced stea ks o n newsma ga zine co v ­ 
ers instea d o f ex hibiting o ur “ ho t 
pro spects” fo r 19 76.

By DICK K LEIN ER 
HOLLYWOOD—(N EA )— It’s 
hard for Jack Klugman and 
Tony Randall to remember 
back to the days BTOC — 
Before The Odd Couple. All 
they know now, Tony says, is 
that it’s getting weird. 
“ We seem to be living our 
parts,” Tony says. “ And I ’m 
not sure if we were this way 
before the show. But now Jack 
is messy and I ’m clean, Jack 
drinks beer and I drink wine, 
Jack smokes cigars and I don’t 
smoke at all. 
“ He’s a real Oscar and I ’m a 
real Felix.” 
Maybe that’s the price of 
success in two such strongly- 
conceived parts. Maybe all« 
actors who have to live with 
their characters so long and so 
intimately would get that way. 
Or maybe it’s because deep 
down inside Jack and Tony 
were realOscar and Felix all 
along. 
There’s no doubt about The 
Odd Couple’s success. As Tony 
says, “ the ratings are too good 
to be true.” It seems certain to 
run for a few more years which 
is all Tony wants out of it. 
“ By then,” he says, “ I ’ll be 
well enough off financially that 
I ’ll never have to take a job I 
don’t like.” 
He’s already talking about 
jobs he’d like to take, when and 
if. He says he’s heard that the 
Metropolitan Opera in New 
York is thinking of starting a 
“ Ficcolo Met,” a little Met, to 
do smaller operas as oppoosed ** 
to Grand Opera. He says he’d 
like to become a part of that 
project. 
“ There are hundreds of 
sm aller operas,” he says, 
“which are never done because 
we only have grand opera 
houses. I’d like to direct and 
stage some of them, some of the 
early Rossini things and that 
sort of work.” 
That w ill wait the end of The 
Odd Couple. Also waiting that 
day is Randall’s return to New 
York City on a permanent 
basis. He still goes back there 
when he isn’t shooting but he 
spends most of the year here— 
and he much prefers New York. 
“ I love the show more than 
anything I ’ve ever done,” he 
says. “ We get to rehearse and 
we get to do it on front of a live 
audience. I even have a say in 
the casting. All would be well — 
if it was only done in New York. 
“ But they figured it out for 
me —it would cost $5,000 more 
per show to do it in New York. 
That’s $120,000 a year and 
that’s too much.” 
He prefers the East because 
he likes what New York has to 


offer 
— 
the 
opera, 
the 
museums, the art galleries. 
“ Here in C alifo rnia,” he 
says, “when I have no roles to 
do, I can’t find anything to do 
with myself.” 
So far, his time in California 
has been busy, and he has slight 
thumb-twiddling time. 
“ All my success has meant to 
me here,” he says, “ is that I 
work 14 hours a day. We have 
found that we can’t get good 
quality if we shoot fast so we 
work long days. Besides, both 
Jack and I would rather work 
than sit around here doing 
absolutely nothing at all.” 
Apropos of nothing at all you 
might be interested in Tony’s 
least favorite line of all time: 
“ This program has been filmed 
in front of a live audience.” 
And, when you think about it, 
he’s right—itis redundancy 
rampant. As he says, “ What do 
they mean? A live audience as 
opposed to a dead one?”

It is a pretty good principle of 
no-trump play to try to develop 
the suit where y ou can take the 
greatest num ber of tricks 
before fooling around with any 
other suit. 
It is a pretty good general 
principle, but as all rules, y ou 
must know when to follow it and 
when not to. 
The way the cards lie, South 
was lucky to get a heart lead 
rather than a club and to have 
hearts continued after he 
ducked the first lead. He had to 
win the second heart in dummy 
and his immediate impulse was 
to knock out the ace of dia­ 
monds and get four diamond 
tricks set up right away . 
Then he thought things over 
carefully and saw that he would 
need two spade tricks in order 
to come to a total of nine. 
Give East the king of spades 
and he could get his two spades 
any time he wanted to. 
What if West held the king of 
spades? South saw that if West 
held both the king of spades and 
the ace of diamonds that three 
no-trump was not going to 
make on any line of play . 
Further consideration showed 
him that if he tried the spade 
finesse before knocking out the 
ace of diamonds that he could 
make his contract as long as 
East held one of those two cards 
so South immediately led and 
lost the spade finesse. 
West won and cleared the 
hearts, but could never get in to 
make them and South wound up 
with his nine tricks.

g anda bro adcasts and publica­ 
tio ns. 
[Three times during his im­ 
priso nment, Smith to ld a news 
Co nference at the Univ ersity o f 
Illino is, he was placed in 
“ to rture 
cuffs,” 
his 
arms 
chained behind his back and 
o ne o f his arms twisted in a 
painful po sitio n. After a week 
o f co nstant to rture, he said, he 
wro te the co nfessio n demanded 
o thim o n Sept. 19 ,19 70. 
Smith, 3 8, o f Ro o dho use, 111., 
said his arms had swo llen so 
much the flesh hid the tig ht 
bo nds o f the handcuff-like ma­ 
nacles. The pain was so g reat 
in his sho ulder, he said, “ it felt 
like it wo uld be fund to hav e a 
knife jabbed in it.” 
Tig ht eno ug h to “ bind into 
y o ur bo ne,” the cuffs pinched a 
nerv e in the lo wer arm, Smith 
said. 
Civ ilians 
who 
Smith 
de­ 
scribed as “ pro fessio nals” o p­ 
erated the cv lffs. ‘They knew 
what they were do ing all the 
way ,” he said. “ They weren’t 
afinateurs by any means. I felt 
(hey tho ug ht they had me in a 
po sitio n where they co uld twist 
my arm if they wanted ... 
make me g et do wn o n my 
knees.” 
In January and September 
19 69 , he said he also had been 


to rtured. He said he wro te his 
“ co nfessio n” during the third o f 
these sessio ns. 
“ The co nfessio n co nsisted o f 
what they to ld me to write,” he 
said. Amo ng o ther thing s, he 
wro te he had intentio nally v io ­ 
lated Chinese air space, that he 
deserv ed to be impriso ned be­ 
cause he was a criminal and 
that he had “ written a larg e 
quantity o f statements” belittl­ 
ing Chinese co mmunism while 
he was a captiv e. Only the last 
statement was true, Smith said. 
Pro dding him fo r military in­ 
fo rmatio n, 
the 
Chinese 
threatened him with a firing 
squad. They also , he said, tried 
to make him feel as if his situ­ 
atio n was ho peless and that he 
was do o med. 
Smith said he g av e so me mil­ 
itary info rmatio n because he 
felt it was in the interest o f the 
United States. He said he to ld 
his capto rs the ty pe o f aircraft 
he was fly ing , where he had 
taken o ff, what his missio n was 
and ho w he had co me to be in 
Chinese air space. 
“ I to ld them the full sto ry be­ 
cause I felt it was my o blig a­ 
tio n to do this,” he said. 
During mo st o f his co n­ 
finement he was kept in so lita­ 
ry . But he was able to “ peek” 
at a captured Nav y flier and 
fo r a few mo nths in 19 67, he 
was 
allo wed 
to 
meet 
“ frequently ” with Jo hn T. 
Do wney and Richard Fecteau, 
two American priso ners, he 
said, and has no way o f kno w­ 


ing if any Americans mig ht 
still be held. 
Smith said the facilities o f his 
12 fo o t by 14 fo o t cell were ade­ 
quate, as was his fo o d and 
medical treatment tho ug h he 
didn’t care much fo r his diet o f 
rice and o ccasio nal do les o f 
meat. 
He was allo wed writing mate­ 
rials, liberal co rrespo ndence 
and packag es fro m ho me. 
After the Nix o n and Kissing er 
v isits, which Smith learned o f 
in Chinese pro po g anda bro ad­ 
casts and publicatio ns, co ndi­ 
tio ns impro v ed. “ I was treated 
v ery kindly ,” he said. “ I was 
treated with respect.” 
He was put o n public display 
o nly o nce, the day after his 
capture in a city o n Hainan 
Island. “ The peo ple weren’t 
v ery friendly ,” he said. 
Smith was released 
last 
mo nth but he said he was g iv en 
permissio n to talk abo ut his 
co nfinement o nly a day o r so 
befo re. He was no t sure who

We had no cho ice but to fo r­ 
mulate o ur actio ns acco rding to 
the co de o f co nduct with the 
ho pe that determined men 
co uld defeat the No rth Vietna­ 
mese sy stem o f to rture. 
In late 19 66, so me sig ns be­ 
g an to indicate that o ur faith 
and resistance were starting to 
demo ralize the enemy , causing 
them to v acillate. 
Fo r ex ample, after being 
to rtured in Aug ust to rewrite a 
co nfessio n o n ro ug h paper just 
fo r pure punishment, I was re­ 
turned to the Po o l Ro o m and, 
fo r the first time after the 
amazing ly successful pray er 
fo r Go d’s help, I o utlast« ! a se­ 
v ere to rture perio d witho ut 
y ielding in any fo rm. 
After the pray er described 
earlier, in which I no lo ng er ex ­ 
perienced any pain, the g uard 
attempting to break me sho wed 
increasing remo rse and Jim 
Mullig an later to ld me that 
after each sessio n with me the 
g uard wo uld be in tears when 
he arriv ed at Jim’s ro o m fro m 
mine. 
He tried to act brutal, but the 
kid really wasn’t like that. 
Late in the fifth afterno o n o f 
these two 5 -day sessio ns, an o f­ 
ficer standing at my do o r to ld 
the y o ung g uard to tig hten ev en 
mo re o n the bars in which my 
bleeding , swo llen leg s were 
tig htly rig g ed. 
They came in and started 
pulling and I just lo o ked up at 
him with the simple questio n: 
“ Why ? ” 
Bursting 
into 
tears, 
he 
dro pped the ro pe and pushed 
the o ther g uard away , went o ut 
the do o r and screamed in 
Vietnamese to the o fficer: “ No , 
no , no !” 
I’m almo st sure he was 


telling the o fficer that it do esn’t 
do any g o o d any mo re, he is 
no t feeling any thing , and y o u’re 
just tearing him up. 
After ten minutes o f scream­ 
ing , the y o ung g uard came in 
and lo o sened the ro pe o n the 
iro n so that I co uld g et eno ug h 
play in my leg s to g et a nig ht’s 
sleep ev en with the rear cuffs 
(x i. 
The nex t day they mo v ed me 
to a building called 
“ The 
Gate.” My cell had no v entila­ 
tio n, and since iro ns had swo l­ 
len my limbs, they left me in 
mere lo o se ro pes. 
I tho ug ht “ My Go d, I’m free, 
I’v e beaten them fo r o nce.” 
The Vee had g iv en up o n me 
but didn’t want the o ther POWs 
to kno w. To sav e face they had 
cho sen to iso late me. 
At The Gate, I was g enerally 
left alo ne and so o n had a nex t- 
do o r neig hbo r, y o ung Geo rg e 
Co ker, with who m I made 
elabo rate escape plans. 
So me o f these plans, tho ug h 
impractical fo r ex ecutio n at the 
time, may hav e helped him 
with his subsequent actual es­ 
cape. 
Geo rg e, who knew me befo re, 
when he saw me later thro ug h 
a ho le in his do o r, didn’t reco g ­ 
nize me because I was so thin. 
He said he tho ug ht I weig hed 
less than 120 po unds. When I 
was sho t do wn, I weig hed 165 
po unds and I believ e this was 
the lo w po int o f my phy sical 
co nditio n. 


Peeking thro ug h a crack in 
my do o r, I co uld o bserv e that 
to rture was still pro ceeding . On 
the nig ht o f Dec. 7, three 
g uards, including Happy , came 
to my ro o m and g av e me the 
standard ro pe trick. 
After the ro pe, I tapped to 
Geo rg e until I lo st feeling , then 
I sat do wn until I lo st co n­ 
scio usness. 
So o n I co uld hear Happy ar­ 
g uing with the o ther two g uards 
o utside and after abo ut an ho ur 
o n the ro pes, they came in and 
remo v ed me witho ut a wo rd. 
Ag ain, I had beaten them but 
I attributed this win less to my 
o wn endurance than to a wea­ 
kening o f their reso lv e to risk 
to rturing me to death in my 
weakened co nditio n. I did de­ 
v elo p the co nfidence that they 
co uld nev er ag ain break me, 
but later I learned that this 
was o v erco nfidence. 
The nex t day a much big g er 
sig n 
came 
when 
peeking 
thro ug h my do o r I saw mo re 
than 20 sets o f iro ns and cuffs 
co me in fro m v ario us building s 
aro und camp and I sensed 
there had been so me so rt o f 
majo r chang e. 
Starting Dec. 9 I was treated 
like a no rmal priso ner, ex cept 
fo r So lo and I was allo wed to 
wash daily , to hav e cig arettes 
ag ain and was no lo ng er in 
lig ht fetters. 
I ev en g o t a 10-minute ex ­ 
ercise perio d a day . 
In late January a larg e num­ 


ber o f priso ners fro m the Briar 
Patch, where the same kind o f 
treatment had been g o ing o n, 
was returned to the Zo o , requir­ 
ing them to mo v e 
me in with 
so meo ne else. That man turned 
o ut to be my o ld friend, Jim 
Mullig an, who was ev en skin­ 
nier than I and had do ne a 
g reat jo b. 


After three day s to g ether at 
the Zo o , Jim, I and many o th­ 
ers were mo v ed to Little Veg as 
(so metimes called Las Veg as). 
Here I was caug ht almo st im­ 
mediately co mmunicating with 
Jim Sto ckdale and I was mo v ed 
to a punishment sectio n called 
the Mint, which has three 
ro o ms. 


Mullig an was two ro o ms 
away fro m me, separated by 
an 
empty ro o m. 
Co mmu­ 
nicatio ns between the Mint and 
the rest o f 
Veg as was ex ­ 
tremely difficult and risky . 
I had two perio ds o f sto cks in 
the Mint as 
punishment fo r 
co mmunicatio ns and Jim had 
o ne. 
In late 19 67, Mullig an and I 
were reunited as cell-mates in 
a tiny ro o m in the building 
called Stardust. Pressure o n 
co mmunicatio ns remained at a 
max imum. I had sev eral peri­ 
o ds o f sev ere punishment which 
I wo uld no t 
categ o rize as 
to rture and they did no t at­ 
tempt to ex tract any pro pa­ 
g anda o r military info rmatio n.

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Brewer surg e in Masters; Nicklaus falters

“The adrenalin starts flow­ 
ing,” the 41-y ear-old v eteran 
say s. “I get nerv ou s and ex ­ 
cited. I concentrate more. My 
swing improv es. I hit with 
greater ease. 


Brewer was the man most 
play ers feared as the 37th Mas­ 
ters Golf Tou rnament went into 
the last-half showdown today 
with a fou r-way tie at the head 
of the elite pack and defending 
champion Jack Nicklau s’ pu tter 
spu ttering. 
Nicklau s stu mbled to a fiv e- 
ov er-par 77 that left him fiv e 
shots back of Brewer and a trio 
of other tou r regu lars tied at 
141—Tommy Aaron, Bob Dick­ 
son and J. C. Snead. Bu t the 


big mov e was made by Brewer, 
who stormed back from an 
opening 75 with a brilliant six - 
u nder-par 66 that allowed him 
to pick u p 11 shots on the heav ­ 
ily fav ored Nicklau s, bidding 
for his fifth Masters crown. 
Brewer’s su rge was all the 
more remarkable when one 
considers that this time a y ear 
ago he was in an Au gu sta hos­ 
pital fighting a gastric u lcer. 
Going into today ’s 
third 
rou nd, only fiv e other play ers 


besides the fou r leaders were 
u nder Au gu sta’s par and fiv e 
were ev en. Pu erto Rico’s Chi 
Chi Rodrigu ez, chipping in for 
birdies on the final two holes 
and u sing only 22 pu tts, was a 
shot ou t of the lead with 7 2-7 0- 
142, followed by former cham­ 
pion Bob Goalby , 73-70; Grier

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Gray: What happened?

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
key S en ate su p p orter of L. Pat­ 
rick Gray III was sittin g at his 
desk on March 15 when an aid e 
brought in a rep ort from Presi­ 
dent Nixon ’s news con feren ce. 
The senator read through the 
account, looked up, and said: 
“That’s the end of G ray.” 
The President had said that 
the furnishing of raw F B I files 
to all mem bers of congressional 
committees must stop, and had 
reiterated that he would not al­ 
low his White House lawyer, 
John W. Dean III, to be called 
for questioning by senators. 
Both of these presidential de­ 
cisions, 
which 
Gray 
later 
testified he accepted without 
question, were m ajor factors in 
the sequence of events that led 
to the withdrawal Thursday 
night of his nomination to suc­ 
ceed the late J . Edgar Hoover 
as director of the FB I. 
Some senators say the deci­ 
sions doomed Gray’s chances of 
being confirmed by the Senate. 
Others say Gray contributed 
to his own downfall by insisting 
on quarterbacking his fight for 
confirmation and rejecting of­ 
fers of help. 
A couple of days before the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee 
opened its hearings on Feb. 28, 
sources reported, Gray told a 
Justice 
Department 
meeting 
that he was going to handle the 
nomination himself. In what 
was described as a heated dis­ 
cussion, he said he didn’t want 
the White House or the Justice 
Department meddling with it. 
Gray later testified at the 
committee hearings that he had 
rejected offers by others to lob­ 
by with senators on his behalf. 
He said he felt he had to sit in 
“this pit,” as he called the wit­ 
ness chair, and try to persuade 
senators on his own that they 
should vote for him. 
He spent nine days in the 
“pit” . And his chances for con­ 
firmation, seemingly good at 
the start, steadily slipped as his 
nomination became entangled 
Today's 
history 


with the controversy over last 
year’s bugging of Democratic 
headquarters in the Watergate 
building here. 
Gray had the misfortune to 
take over as acting director of 
the FB I last May 3, a few 
weeks before the Watergate a r­ 
rests, and as a presidential 
election campaign was war­ 
ming up. 
His handling of the F B I’s in­ 
vestigation of the politically ex­ 
plosive W atergate case became 
a m ajor issue and, to a lesser 
extent, so did the question of 
whether the many speeches he 
made around the country were 
designed to help Nixon’s re- 
election. 
Gray testified he had ordered 
an all-out Watergate investiga­ 
tion, but he acknowledged he 
had supplied Dean with 82 of 
186 F B I investigative reports in 
the case. He said he did so at 
the request of Dean, the White 
House counsel, who was con­ 
ducting a separate inquiry for 
Nixon on whether any presiden­ 
tial aide was implicated. 
At one point in the hearings,

lied” when he told FB I agents 
he was not sure whether one of

Gray’s testimony about his 
contacts with Dean brought de­ 
mands that the President’s law­ 
yer appear for questioning un­ 
der oath. Dean declined a un­ 
animous invitation from the 
committee to testify, although 
he offered to answer in writing 
relevant questions bearing on 
Gray’s nomination. 
Dean’s refusal to testify was 
in accord with Nixon’s policy of 
not permitting any of his per­ 
sonal staff to appear before 
congressional committees for 
questioning. Nixon said this 
was necessary to maintain a

Thus Gray soon found himself 
watching from the sidelines as 
his nomination was caught up 
in a power struggle between 
Congress and the President. 
Further, after Nixon’s March 
15 news conference, Gray had 
to withdraw the offer he had 
made at the first day of the 
com m ittee’s hearings to let all 
senators inspect the FB I files 
in the W atergate case. He also 
said he no longer could answer 
any questions about the sub­ 
stance of the F B I investigation. 
Sen. John V. Tunney, D-Ca- 
lif., told newsmen at the time
